flew over New York bay today and rac- 
ing balloons sped up the Hudson rivet 
for the llrst time in history. 
The 


tricky gusts of the harbor and the tow- 
ering masts nf shipping were delled by 
Wilbur Wright and Glenn H. Curtiss, 
whose performances today promised 
fiillillment of their contracts with the 
Hudson-Fulton commission, to make 
llifthts over the waters about New 
York of an hour's duration.' The big 
dirigibles that started up the Hudson 
river were piloted by Captain Thomas 
II. Baldwin and George L. Tomlinson, 
who were raring for the prize of $10.- 
000 offered by tlin New York World 
with Albany as their goal.

Dirigibles Start on Race. 


The two dirigible balloons operated 


hy Captain Thomas S. Baldwin and 
George L. Tomlinson, got away on their 
race to Albany in a gentle west wind, 
which gave promise of favorable con- 
ditions at least during the early parl of 
the night. 
Rising to a height of 150 


feet as soon as released, the Tomlin- 
son car described a complete circle 
and then veered away first toward the 
west and then toward the east, sug- 
gesting to spectators that the dirigible 
was under complete control.

minutes, however, 
the 
airship 


headed northwest, and passing over 
the northern portion of the city, dis- 
appeared from view, apparently pur- 
suing ajCourse up the,east side of the 
Hudson river. . .

The Baldwin balloon got away six- 


teen minutes.behind its competitor and 
started on a,, zig- zag course across the 
Hudson river, going in a northwester- 
ly direction so long as it remained in 
sight. 


The Tomlinson airship was sighted 


as it passed over Tonkers about half 
an hour after starting. 


Both Dirigibles Come to Grief. 


Captain 'Baldwin 
and his dirigible 


balloon fell into the Hudson river off 
Spuyten Duyvil creek, but 
both the 


man and the airship were rescued, un- 
injured. .

got under Baldwin's balloon as it came 
gently down, and caught it before It 
touched the water. Airship and navi- 
gator were then towed safely ashore.

Paris. Sept. 29.—"A man whose wife 


is dying of an agonizing disease is 
justified in killing her to put an end to 
her suffering, if she implores him to do 
so." 


So a Jury decided in the court of 


assizes her* yesterday, and acquitted 
Edmond Baudin. who. at her prayer, 
shot and killed his wife on Jan. 31 last. 


Mme. Baudin had been afflicted with 


asthma for years. 
It gripped her 


throat, it was a weight on her lungs; 
It stopped her breath. She begged her 
husband to rid her. by killing her 
quickly, of the affection that was slow- 
ly throttling her. 


Baudin. a merchant, 39 years old, a 


rough and plain-spoken man. sought to 
justify his act with words as straight- 
forward as they were dramatic. 


Jurors and Crowd Weep. 


Tears streamed from his pyeii whllf 


he testified. The jurors also wept and 
the 
women In the 
courtroom 
were 


semi-hysterical. The presiding judge, 
who disapproved of tlie jury's verdict, 
remarked: 


"For the moment -the bandage on the 


eyes of justice was a handkerchief." 


"My wife, whom 1 loved dearly, had 


suffered fearfully from asthma," Bau- 
din testified. "She could not sleep. If 
she laid her head on the pillow nhe 
would cry. 'I am choking! 
In the 


name of the good God end my misery! 
Let me die!' 


"On the night she—she died she was 


suffering intensely," Baudin went on, 
between sobs. "The medicine she was 
taking was nearly exhausted. 


Medicine Almost Gone. 


" 'I will go and get you some more 


medicine,' I said. 


'No,' she said, 'buy no more medi- 


cine. 
Tou know we are poor. I am 


gone. Medicine will do me no good. I 
suffer! 
Oh, how I suffer! But pay no 


more for medicine. I have cost you too 
much money already. If you love me 
put me out of misery; prove your love 
and let me leave you. Kill rne!'

would not see me suffer as I am!' she 
said.

German Secrecy Causes Worry. 


Why then -worry? 
Those o£ our 


people who think as I do are looking 
ahead. 


We have the official figures o£ the 


German naval 
program-'up to 1912, 


which are serious enough, but we know 
that these figures are just as inacur- 
rate as were the figures made public 
by Germany prior to the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1871. We know that the 


erman press, unlike that of the Unit- 


ed States and Great Britain. Is pro- 
hibited from telling the truth about 
these matters. We know that at The 
Hague peace conference, Germany de- 
clined to discuss the limitation of ar- 
maments or the use-of floating mines 
at sea. 


These are a. few of the reasons why 


many of our younger men think it time

Great Britain

As to the attitude of the United
